Chief among these is the next 
step in the undeclared war in Viet 
Nam. The United States now, 


- aecording to official figures, has 


180,000 troops in South Viet Nam 
and while military successes are 
more frequent than failures these 


~days there is little indication. that 


any meaningful victory is much 
closer than it was about a year ago 


when the heavy build-up of Ameri- © 


can forces got under way. 

Strong pressure is being exerted 
on the president to escalate the war 
still further, to send additional tens 
of thousands of troops and to carry 
the war more strongly into North 
Viet Nam via bombing raids on 
ever more sensitive targets—includ- 
ing the capital, Hanoi, and the chief 
port of Haiphong, whose industrial 
outskirts were bombed yesterday. 
Proponents of this line claim that 
because the escalation steps so far 
have brought little sign that China 
will take a more active part in the 
war further steps could be taken 
safely. It’s a dubious argument, 
however, because no one knows 
what is in the minds of the Peking 


leaders, whether they -have decided-- 
_ “thus far and no farther.” 


At the same’ time, reports from 
Washington say that the president 
is also being urged to order another 
“pause” in the bombing. of North 
Viet Nam—a more meaningful 
pause than the five-day period last 
May—in order to give the North 
Vietnamese one last chance to con- 
sider negotiating an honorable 
settlement of the war. 

The experts on the Viet Nam 
War do not seem to hold out much 


hope that another pause in bombing 
‘will divert Hanoi from its course and 
recent statements from North Viet- 
namese leaders are not encouraging 
either. The consensus seems to be 
that with or without a bombing 
pause, the war is going to be much. 
bloodier in the coming year and 
much more dangerous as pressure 
builds up in the United States for 
military results to match the mount- 
ing cesualty rolls. ; 


Tied in with the decisions on 


Viet Nam are economic questions ~ 


which the president must resolve 
before Congress meets January 10. 

Until recently the war has not 
produced too great a strain on the 
American economy; the classic prob- 
lem of “guns or butter” has hardly 
figured in government decisions. 

But the situation has changed 
‘and is continuing to change. With 
the expectation that something like 
250,000 troops will be deployed in 
Viet Nam next year, the American 
economy can no longer be consid- 
ered as on a peace-time footing. 
Defence budget demands are ex- 
pected to increase by at least $10 
billions during the coming fiscal year 
to a total. of $62 or $63 billions. 
Orders have already gone out to the 
various ts of government 
to “cut to the bone” on estimates 
for the coming year. : 

The president’s “Great Society” 
program,- whieh- ealls- for expendi- 
ture of. heavy sums on education, 
slum Clearance and economic aid to 
depressed areas, will inevitably suf- 
fer from the need to boost defence 
spending. This in turn could lead to 
the disillusioned cry that it is the 
poor and the dispossessed who are 
being made to pay for the war. 

The present year is thus coming 
te a troubled close for the American 
people, and the year ahead shows 
threats of disillusionment and dis- 
content.)

mous desire for revitalization. 

An “Act of Rio de Janeiro,” 
one of the two major declara- 
tions approved, announced a 
series of proposed reforms 
“Which will _be worked out by a 
preparatory committee at Pa- 
nama in February, A third 
special inter-American confer- 
ence will meet at Buenos Aires 
in July, 1966, to adopt the 


amendments to the charter, 


They will give the OAS a 
‘structure resembling that of 
the United Nations. There are 
to be three councils each di- 
rectly responsible to the inter- 
American conference (in fu- 
ture to meet every year), The 
existing council will be main- 
tained. as a political body; in 
addition there will be an eco- 
nomic and social council and 
a refurbished educational, sci- 
entific and cultural council.

The likely significance of the episode may’ 


take weeks to appear. Before I speculate on 
some of the probabilities, a summary of the 
impression the minister has made upon me and 
what electioneering is like in his riding may 
interest you. 

«The stock criticisms of Maurice Sauve are 
that he is too ruthless and too ambitidus. Cer- 
tainly, he is ruthless and brave, if one consid- 
ers blunt, brutal, unconcealed talk about what 
he wants and what his opinions are on his col- 
leagues. 

I find the Sauve candor about his own 
worth attractive because it is'so unscreened. 

Immediately, on his first election in 1962, 
he knew what he wanted. Even when he be- 
came minister of forestry he did nbt try to hide 
the fact that he felt it a minor position, and 
one from which he must move on to a vital 
portfolio. i 

He hasn’t really bothered to make the 
Commons a forum for his ambitions: -Either 
he does not consider it necessary that be im- 
prove himself there or else he sees it a8 rather 
unimportant. : 

Mr, Sauve is not a native of his small, iso 
lated riding. The Magdalene Islands have usu- 
ally had MPs from the mainland. Much as in 
Nova Scotian seats, the contests are close, with

large majority. 

Obviously, so few voters in such a small, 
sequestered area present a situation where 
everyone knows everyone else, their foibles, in- 
tentions and prejudices. There are local ground 
rules ior the political game which heighten the 
intensity of the rivalry. 

» It is not unnatural if less than honorable 
methods become the norm. 

This Sauve situation makes the French 
leadership in the government more compli- 
cated. Most of the Quebec MPs are likely to 
be delighted at his discomfiture. The king- 
makers ‘like Dupuis and Rouleau are gone, 
ruined politically even before their creations 
for the leadership, Favreau and Lamontagne, 
have left the scene. 

Jean Marchand is too green to become the 
leader immediately. Mr. Pearson must either 
keep Guy Favreau on as his Quebec deputy, do 
away with the post or take a flyer on someone 
like Jean-Luc Pepin (minister without port- 
folio). 

Sauve’s predicament is most dismaying to 
the left-wingers in the Liberal Party, whether 
English or French. Make no mistake about it: 
the sovernment party is dispirited and de- 
moralized. It ‘is, in my opinion, even lower 
in morale than the Conservatives in the weeks 
before their House collapse of 1963. 

* * * 

The one- rallying point seems to be a radi- 
cal or progressive program. This is what the 
majority of MPs in the government are likely 
to want, but Walter Gordon is gone from the 
cabinet cnd Sauve seems in jeopardy. 

Gordon was their natural leader. Already 
pressures are developing for him to play a 
major role in the Liberal caucus, even as a 
backbencher. ‘The demand for this comes from 
those who see no one or anticipate no one in 
the present or a re-shuffled cabinet who be- 
lieves in a leftish bent for the party, other than 
Sauve and perhaps Marchand. 

The Liberal dilemma is real and the vaca- 
tion of the PM has intensified it. Already the 
post-election inaction has exhilarated the op- 
position parties. 

The ‘sobriety of-election night responsibil- 
ity, dedicated to making this Parliament work, 
is giving way to a feeling that this govern- 
ment could be toppled. Mr. Sauve's problems 
tend to confirm such opposition anticipation.

VANCOUVER (CP) — George 
Caldough, “‘boy promoter’ sen- 
tenced to six years in 1962 for 
his part in a giant stock promo-! 
tion fraud, has been released 
on parole, 

B, Kyle Stevenson, represen- 
tative of the National Parole 
Board, announced Tuésday. that 
Caldough, a roly-poly little man 
who liked bowler hats, gloves: 
and a cane and who had a way 
of attracting publicity, was re- 
leased — William Head Pri- 
son Dec, 9. 

Caldough’s bid for parole was| 
rejected recently. But two days 
later, affer. a review by the 
parolé board, it was approved. 

Caldough, then 34, was sen- 
tenced for his part in an opera- 
tion in which investors from 
Florida to California were bilked 
of about $400,000. 

“You have been found guilty 


of taking part in a gigantic 
swindle, of common cheating, 
which is one of the lowest forms 
of human behavior,” Mr. Justice 
H. A. McLean said in passing 
sentence. 

Caldough bounced into the 
headlines in 1959 as a beaming 


financier. He had a.$70,000 home|} 


in plush British Properties. He 
was dickering to buy the $100,000 
yacht of Errol Flynn when the 
actor died here. 
DEFENDED SELF 

To bring Caldough to trial the 
B.C, government had to extra- 
dite him from Britain. He de- 
fended himself in his two trials 
and managed to promote news- 
paper space by his infectious 
humor inside and outside court. 

Even from jail he attracted 
attention. From Oakalla prison. 
he once wrote to a friend: “T 
enjoy the life I am stuck with.” 

“I am still firmly convinced 
that there are more people on 
the outside living in prisons o 
their own making — dead-end 


' jobs, dreary lives, ete.” 


He complained he had no mail 
from his former society friends. 

“Tt was apparently very hip, 
a year ago, to receive notes 
from Brixton Jail. (jn London) 
signed George Caldough. This 
was an ‘in’ symbol. Oakalla, 
tiowever, is ‘out’.”’ 

The letter was published. 

It is reported Caldough has 
gone to join his family in East- 
ern Canada.

KANSAS CITY (AP)+Mack Lee Hill, 2%, Kansas City 
Chiefs’ fullback, died Tuesday of complications following an 
operation to repair ruptured ligaments in his right knee. 

He was injured Sunday when tackled in the American 
Football League game between the Chiefs and Buffalo Bills 
in Buffalo. ¢ 

“He went into convulsions following the operation,”’ a 
hospital spokesman said. Hill’ died 1% hours after the 
operation. ; 

After an autopsy Tuesday, doctors said Hill suffered 
“a sudden and massive embolism blood clot after surgery.” 

Hill was the third professional footbal! player—all in the 
American League—to die of game-related injuries in recent 
years. 

In September, 1963, Stone Johnson, 23, of Dallas, Tex., a 
rookie back with the Chiefs, died 10 days after he suffered” 
a broken neck in an exhibition game, Howard Glenn, a guard 
for the old New York Titans,. died in October, 1960, of a 
broken neck suffered in a game against Houston Oilers.
